NEW SHIPBUILDING RECORDS 

Last year witnessed the most remark- 
able activity in shipbuilding on record. 
The-e has been a set demand for new 
ships in all parts of the world, 2109 
vessels having been constructed in one 
vear. These aggregate 3568, 
76 tons, while the total power of the 
engines required to drive them has been 
4.113.469 tons. The new ships include 
not only all classes of cargo steamers, 
but the finest and largest types of ocean 
liners, which set a new standard for 
size and luxury of equipment at sea.

The Boston Opera Company presents 
Massenet’s “\Werther” on Friday eve- 
ning, March 1, for the first time. Tho 
piece is of the sentimental opera com- 
ique type, like “Mignon” and “Manon,” 
and is the sort of work in which the 
powers of the French tenor, Edmond 
Clement, show to especial advantage.

Reports of moderate trade acceleration 
recently come as somewhat of a surprise to 
persistent pessimists who have been unable to 
see anything but depression all about them. 
This is a dull month for many lines of

business, a between-seasons 
strange as it may appear, business has picked 
‘up somewhat in various directions. Unusually 


low temperatures throughout a great part of 
the country. for quite a long time enabled 
merchants to work off their stocks of warm goods and obtain cash 
for spring purchases. Thev have not yet done much in the way of 
buying for the future, and the extreme conservatism .shown in 
this particular is not to the liking of manufacturers and producers 
generally. In fact, business is far from satisfactory notwithstanding, 
the improvement noted. However, with the approach of spring 
there is a more buovant feeling, and more confidence in the future 
which. when crystallized into orders and actual transactions, will 
rive the manufacturer and merchant something tangible to think 
about. | 

One reason or another is given for the comparatively dull times 
now experienced. Just at present much concern is felt over the labor 
situation both in America and Europe. The imminence of a miners’ 
strike here and abroad and political uncertainty throughout the 
civilized world are held accountable for much hesitation prevail- 
ing. However logical it may be to determine that business depres- 
sion is owing to labor and political disturbances, there can be no 
coubt that the underlying cause of it all continues to be the high 
cost of living and the natural unrest which accompanies this con- 
dition. There is a lack of peace and contentment. That there will 
be fyirther liquidation in commodity prices seems evident, although 
authorities differ on this point, But there are particular indications 
that tower prices for foodstuffs are coming. Bountiful harvests will 
exert a wonderful influence in this direction. 

Reports from steel manufacturers are to the effect that the 
tonnage thus far this month is lighter than it was in January, 
although shipments have been larger ky reason of increased railroad 
facilites. The tendency is now toward lower prices for finished 
products, and the likelihood is that quotations will soon be about the 
same as those prevailing before the urgent buying noted in November 
and the early part of December. ,\s long as consumers continue to 
buy in hand-to-hand mouth fashion there is little probability of 
higher prices for any line of manufactures. It is well that this is so, 
whatever hardship it may bring the manufacturer. It means a 
sounder basis for business when the speculative element is eliminated 
and more prosperous conditions become géneral.

Moreover the very audacity of this 
educational enterprise, carried out by youth for ends that in the 
Main are elevating. makes its appeal irresistible and wins the desired 
financial support that mesures success of the trip. 

Ikducation by travel is steadily gaining ground as a pedagogical 
process. ‘Wise monarchs of modern states see to it that princes 
tour the world in their vouth, so that it perchance suddenly called 
to reign thev may be not unaware of the world that lies bevond native 
land. Because the present sovereign of Great Britain had this 
training in his vouth he can be reterred to in the Spectator as having

the usefulness of the postal service in an 
other direction, will probably be pleased with 
the nature of the President’s opposition to 
government acquesition and operation of the 
telegraph systems. Ile is not so set against 
such a proposition as to shut his ears to 
arguments i its favor. He is willing to 
concede that if certam things could he 
shown—i!, for instance, it were demonstrated that efficient telegraph 
service could be furnished to the public at a lower price than that 
at which it is now furnished by private corporations—the argument 
might be a strong one in favor of the adoption of the proposition. 
But at the present time evidence that would serve to establish such a 
claim is lacking. 

Altogether aside from this, a position that fs likely to invite con- 
troversy, the President has sufficient ground for opposition in the 
fact that the proposal is untimely. It may be regarded as being on 
a plane with the proposal for one-cent first-class postage, in, the sense 
that consideration of it just now would simply aid in preventing 
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action upon more pressing improvements in,the service. Indeed, 
there exists a widespread belief that the pleas for one-cent postage 
and government ownership of the telegraph are nore than welcome 
to opponents of the domestic parcels post system. President Tait 
is right, we think, when he says that the question of absorbing the 
telegraph lines ought to be postpone until after the postal savings 
banks have come into complete and: smooth operation, and after a 
parcels post has been established not only on the rural routes and 
the city deliveries, “but also throughout the department.’’- He 1s 
right, also, we think, in saving that it will take some time to perfect 

_ these additions to the activities of the service, and that the country 
inay well await their complete and successful adoption “before tak- 
ing on a new Burden im this verv extended department.”

Nor is this all that the museum has done to relate itself to the 
community, especially that portion of it which craves recognition for 
its essential worth, but too often 1s forgotten or condemned because 
of its ahen origin. On Washington's birthday the museum,- with 
all its treasures, was the scene of an international reception attended 
by 2000 visitors ot all races, many of them arrayed in their charac- 

* teristic costumes worn in Iurope and Asia. The director of the 
museum did the honors of the occasion. He had as his aides the lead- 
ing social settlement workers of the city. It 1s unnecessary to point out 
the imevitable good that nrust follow an event of the kind: good for 
those who are recognized as Americans and good for the institn- 
tion that utilizes its superb facilities for civic ends. With the museum 
thus conceiving its social obligations, thus relating itself to the people, 
it can hardly fail to win the support it deserves. —

sity, Elmer I. Brown, former United States 
comniussioner of education. has lost no time

in relating his institution and its hopes with 


for the metropolitan Chamber of Commerce. 

Given adequate fiiancial support by the 
Business citys merchants, he says that he will fur- 
mish them with a new type of university 
graduate, having cultural breadth and ability 
tS meet unforeseen contingencies with sagac- 
ity born of reflection on past history of mankind, and also possessing 
specialized technical knowledge such as a modern business man must 
count among his assets when starting on his career. 

Chancellor Brown speaks with an authority that only one who 
has taken the national survey of education can have. Had Congress 
and the people an adequate conception of federal responsibilities in 
connection with popular enlightenment he would hardly have left 
Washington for New York. But having cast in his lot with the 
metropolis, it is evident that he intends to contribute to mmcrease of 
its influence as all educational Cente 

Precisely what 4s his program for the twentieth century Amer- 
ican wniversity, im connection with business? There is a popular 
demand for democracy in industry and also for increased ‘efficiency 
of adwinistration. Each contention is right. “They are not antag 
onistic, providing it be recognized that most men must be prepared 
for the lower grades of commercial employment, a smaller number 
for directive activity and a still smaller number, though as large as 
possible, for creative leadership.” There must be privates and gen- 
erals. The motive and the goal may be democratic, but the method 
must be one of authority based on merit and capacity; and obedience 
must be a cardinal virtue as much as it is in nulitary operations. 

This means, says Chancellor Brown, that “mghtly educated 
young men of character and ability must have the right to go as high 
on this rising scale as they personally are+fit to go.”” What shall 
the type of education be ? ‘This is the tissue. “On both the lower and 
higher stages it must give enough of a broad and general education 
to enable a man to adapt himself to future changes and inprove- 
ments in his branch of employment, together with enough of specific 
and technical trainyng to enable him to tocus Its learning on some 
kind of practical and remunerative work. In other 
tural foundation is needed because without it “the young man will 
soon come to new combinations of circumstances which he cannot 
master because he does not understand things im their wider rela- 
tions.”” And technical training 1s needed because without it a young 
man will be “outstripped because he cannot get down promptly to 
dealing with actual facts.”

from the nation’s founders. That Washington's birthday just past 
was utilized by both branches of the United States Congress tor 
more than ordinary attention to reading’ of this address is a 
good omen. There was much in that address besides the declaration 
of Washington's unwillitgness to take a third term that deserves 
consideration by lawmakers and their constituents. 

For instance. in the light of recent increase of the class feeling 
in’ America and the more obvious pressing forward of special class 
rights over those of the public, whether the claimants be the bene- 
ficiaries Of governmental legislation on the one hand or socialistic 
champions of the proletariat on the other hand, reflect on these 
words: “All obstructions to the execution of laws, all combinations 
and associations, under whatever plausible. character, with the real 
design to direct, control, counteract. or awe the regular deliberation 
and action of the constituted authorities. are destructive of this 
fundamental principle. and of fatal tendency.” The fundamental 
principle to which Washington alluded was that while the people are 
the creators of constitutions, not their creatures: nevertheless “‘the 
constitution which at any time enists, till changed by an explicit and 
authentic act of the whole people, is sacredly obligatory upon all.” 

Proceeding with his advice. Washington said that such sub- 
versive combinations or associations of men with partial and selfish 
plattorms, “serve to organize faction, to give it an extraordinary 
force, to put in the place of the delegated will of the nation the 
will of a party, often’ a small but artful and enterprising minority 
of the community; and, according to the alternate triumphs of dif- 
ferent parties,to make the public admunistration the mirror of the 
ill<concerted and incongruous projects of tashion, rather than the 
organs of consistent and wholesome plans digested by common 
councils and moditied by mutual interests. 

The United States is entering on a presidential campaign that 
bids fair to be, to an exceptional degree, divisive. The contest for 
the nomination by the historic parties in each case seems certain to 
involve passion and personal attack. Voters apparently are to be 
appealed to by motives that will not always be disinterested. The 
issues involved really bid fair go be more tundamental and the 
decisions more far-reaching than those of any campaign since the 
civil war. Fortunate will it be tor the nation 1f the’electors keep 
in mind the need of a statesman at the helm who will have 
sistent and wholesome plans digested by common councils and 
modified by mutual interests.”
